(1) Above standard - Performance ranging from 
standard to that meeting the lower range of superior. 

(2) Active contractor - A contractor who has participat- 
ed in department activities through maintaining required 
prequalification and having a history of performing depart- 
ment work. 

(3) Affiliate - An associate, subordinate associate, or 
subsidiary firm which may involve the intermingling of 
funds, officers, or officials of one or more firms. 

(4) Assistant secretary for field operations support - 
The primary representative of the secretary of transportation 
responsible for the highway ccnstruction program and for the 
qualification of contractors employed thereon. 

(5) Below standard - Performance bordering on 
standard extending to the limits of inadequate. 

(6) Bidding proposal - A form issued by the depart- 
ment for the submission of a contractor’s bid containing 
spaces for entering bid amounts, authentication, and other 
data. 
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
